Tlie three*Bamed ¡x^rsons are involv­ 
ed to the extent of § 120,000) an amount 
about equal to their entire combine« ! 
estates. 
About tine year ago the 
Nading 
brothers opent*« i a small bank at Flat 
Rock which was designed to accom- 
mrxiate ¡» eople in that locality and to 
conduct their own operation. Tin* bank 
has lx*eu virtually out of business for 
the i» ast ninety days, its few* depositors 
withdrawing tlieir money rapi lly un­ 
til, it is stated, less than § 1000 re­ 
mains on hands. 
Much symjmthy is expressed at tlie 
failure of this family and the opinion 
is that. Harry Nading began to lose 
heavily in Chicago margins ami bor 
rowed money in an effort to recover 
his losses, with tlie old story as the 
result. 
Those involve« ! own about 1050 acr« » s 
of land in Shelby « *ountv and property 
in Fiatrock, making their estate worth 
about § 120,000 or § 130,000. 


St. Petersburg. May 30.—The Rus­ 
sian admiralty no longer attempts to 
hold out against the overwhelming evi­ 
dence pouring in from all directions 
that the fleet on which ail their hopes 
were centered has suffered a greater 
disaster than did the combined French 
and Spanish fleets at Trafalgar. More 
bitter even than defeat is the Japanese 
claim of virtual annihilation of the 
Russian fleet with practically no loss 
on their side, and many officers cling 
doggedly to the belief that Vice Ad­ 
miral Togo must have suffered heavily. 
With every ship of Rear Admiral 
Nebogatoff’s reinforcing division eith­ 
er sent to the bottom or forced to 
strike its flag and only six of Rojest­ 
vensky‘s original sixteen fighting ships 
absent from the list of the vessels sunk 
or captured and with the Japanese 
pursuit still continuing, no naval au­ 
thority has the temerity to dream that 
Russia can again attempt to wrest the 
mastery of the st» a from Japan in the 
present war. 
The captured warships 
alone will furnish Japan with ready­ 
made reinforcements which will be 
more than a match for the fourth I’a 
ctftc sqnadrou, miw about to sail from 
Croustadt. 
The empenor was com­ 
pletely prostrated by the news and, 
according to reports, he broke down 
and wept. 
The effect of the disaster will be a 
terrible blow to the government. The 
futility of trying to stagger 
«h i , on land 
is everywhere recognized and the cry 
for “pt*at*e at any price” is sure to be 
raised. 
This time it is believed the 
government eaunot resist such a cry. 
Indeed, the radical Liberals are « » penly 
rejoicing in this hour of their country’s 
humiliation. 
They declare that the 
disaster means peace and a constitu­ 
tion, and that the deaths of thousands 
of their fellow countrymen and the loss 
of over a hundred million dollars' 
worth of warships is not too big a 
price to pay.

I t com plained that

road to ship its coal. 
Its com plaint 
could not b e disposed of b y the sim ple 
answ er tha t the railroad did not hav e 
enough cars, for it w as alleged that 
3tiier coal com panies in w hich leading 
stockholders of the railroad w ere in ­ 
terested had receiv ed a supply of cars. 
A pparently the ¡railroad delib erately 
l!incrim inated again st the K ingw ood 
com panv and prev ented its m arketing 
its product satisfactorily w hile hiking 
good cure of tho fav ored com panies. 
Judge Goff, in the U n ited S tates c ir­ 
cuit. court, held that cars m ust b e d is­ 
trib u ted am ong the com panies w ithou t 
d iscrim in ation in proportion to the ir 
output, and ordered the railroad to 
supply 81 per cent, of the curs it had 
on hands to the K ingw ood com pany, 
that b eing its share of the production 
of tho d istric t, w hereas only 18 per 
cent of the cars had b een sent there 
prev iously. 
P rob ab ly there is m uch 
more of this sort of discrim iantion 
than the pub lic ia generally aw are of. 
It is a sort of discrim in ation w hich 
discredits the professions of railw ay 
men tha t they are doing the b est they 
can u n d er the conditions of trade to 
ileal fa irly w ith the people and ob ey 
the spirit of the law . 
The necessity 
of securing traffic aud m aking a road 
pay m ay serv e as an excuse for some 
d b u ri mi nations. 
B ut this^diecrim i n a ­ 
tion is » ¡¡¡b etrayal of the road b y its 
m anagers for the ir ow n personal profit, 
□ b arged w ith a d uty as common c a r­ 
riers, they perv ert ¡the ir facilities to 
their ow n enrichm ent. 
T hat is not 
only a v iolation of pub lic law , hu t a 
b reach of priv ate trust.

lo v erno r Hanly ’s Anti-Pass Stand Is 
No w Bo aring Fruit. 
Indianapolis.

30. — Gov ernor 
laniy s flrtn stand against the railway 
►ass ev il stam ps him m ore than ev er 
s a reform er, b ut it is not questioned 
hat he is sincere, as he is known to 
av e refused to accept a pass during 
is race for office. 
W hile he is ooum 
rig on accom plishing reform under the 
ail way com m ission act, it does not 
s a m atter of fact, prov ide speciflcallj 
gainst acceptance of passes b y oifi 
ials. 
T he section on which the gov 
rnor relies follows: 
“If any railroa« 
om pany sub ject to the prov isions oi 
b in act, or its agent or officers, shall 


hereafter willfully charge, collect, de­ 
mand or receiv e from any person, com­ 
pany, firm or corporation a greater or 
less rate, charge or com pensation than 
that approv ed b y the railw ay com m is­ 
sion for the transportation of freight, 
passengers 
or 
cars, 
such 
company 
shall forfeit and pay to the state of 
Indiana a sum not less than $ 100 nor 
m ore than $ 500.” 
In the next section 
officers or employes of the Young 
Men’s C hristian association, old sol­ 
diers. indigent persons, m inisters and 
em ployes of the railroads are excepted 
from the prov isions of the act. 
It Is 
pointed out b y the gov ernor’s support­ 
ers in the m atter than pub lic officials 
are not specifically excepted In the 
act, hence they are am enab le to It. 
It 
is not known w hether or not the state 
officials who ride on “annuals” will 
giv e them up. 
Many pub lic officials 
do not agree with the gov ernor’s in­ 
terpretation of the law, arid will not 
giv e up their passes until there is a 
court decision.

officials. the pub lic aud the press in 


a tone of depression, the prev ailing 
v iew b eing that Russia will now b e 
compelled to seek some m eans of te r­ 
m inating the war. 
It is stated in dip­ 
lom atic quarters that while the result 
of the b attle would contrib ute to ev en­ 
tual peace it did not giv e any im me­ 
diate prospect of the opening of ne­ 
gotiations to that end. 
It was pointed 
out that the ob stinacy of the character 
of the R ussians would prob ab ly impel 
them to turn their hopes toward L ieut­ 
enant General Linev itch and to await 
the result of another land b attle. 
It 
was said in this connection that the 
land situation would not he likely to 
perm it Field M arshal Oyaraa to strike 
another 
decisiv e 
b low 
w ithin 
two 
weeks, thus prolonging R ussia's hopes 
on land and deferring her w illingness 
to ask fcr peace. 


The British View o f IL 
London. May 30.—The nav al b attle 
b et ween the fleets of Togo and Ro 
jest v ensky strikes the im agination of 
the British pub lic with far greater 
force than any of the m ilitary opera 
tions. 
Hence Togo s v ictory arouses 
far m ore Intense interest here than 
any incident of the war and is greeted 
b y the new spapers and the people with 
great jub ilation. 
Ev eryw here it Is b e 
ing com pared with T rafalgar and Ab 
onkir. 
U niv ersal opinion is that it
